B.C, EDITOR'S HEAVY LOSS 
J. P. McConnell of the Vancouver 
Sunset Loses Valuable Stock on 
His Farm Near Chilliwack, 


Vancouver, Nev, 30—A fire which 
broke out early today on the farm of 
J. P. McConnell, editor of the British 
Calumbia Saturday Sunset, on the 
Yale road, three miles east of Chiili- 
waek, destroyed Mr, MeConnell’s barn 
and live stock as well as his farm 
implements and supply of winter feed. 
‘he loss will be heavy as a number 
of valuable horses and cattle were 
destroyed, having suffocated or burnta 
to death, 

McConnell’s greatest loss will come 
frem the destruction of six valuable 
horses which were in the stable when 
the fire broke out.

David Lloyd George, chancellor of 
the exchequer, as hetly replied, that 
the government was only following 
the example set by the Unionist gov- 
ernments. The excitement was tense 
among the members on each amend- 
ment. When on the Speaker putting 
the first amendment the entire oppost- 
tion rose and made a dramatic exit 
from the chamber, pursued by derisive 
ministerial members,

Las Angeles, Nov, 830—A bit of 
twisted wire, dangling slantwise from 
an upper window today led to an in- 
vestigation by counsel defending 
James B. McNamara, which convinced 
them that the walls of the Los Angeles 
county jail haye ears or anyway one 
ear, which has heard many confiden-' 
tial speeches, 

The wire runs from a window in 
an unoccupied cell rceom on the third 
floor of the jail down to another un- 
occupied room on the second floor, 

Visitars entertained by Ortie E. 
McManigal, who is perhaps the gtate’s 
mainstay in an attempt to show that 
McNamiura caused the death of Chas. 
J. Haggerty by blowing up the Times 
building, “aw him in the upper room, 
A detective and perhaps a stenograph- 
er were in the lower one, but for all 
practical purpose, the wire transport- 
ed them into the very presence of 
persons wha talked to McManigal 
While the grand jury was in session.

They're just a round 
disc attached to the window shade cr 
against the pane or aliywhere—no one 
would notice it—and the wire leaaing 
to some other place.

Ottawa, Nov, 30—Today wab an 
immigration and tariff day ih the 
House of Commons. The tanify discun- 
sion was dtitroduced by W. BE. Knowles 
of Moose Jaw while Hon, Frank Oliy- 
vr started the debate on immigration 
by moving for particulars in reference 
to the appointment of Arthur Hawkes 
as linmigrwtion commissioner, 

Tae speech of the ex-minister drew 
& reply from Hon. Robt. Rogers, his 
successor, Who announced that the 
new Government proposes to go in 
for a vigorous all-~Cunadian imimigra- 
tion polley in whitch the provincial 
sovernments will be asked to co-oper- 
ate. Mr. Hawkes’ special mission is to 
visit the various premiers and dis- 
cuss the matter with them, 

Mr. Knowles moved for all particu- 
lars in connection with the instruc. 
tions sent out to collectors of customs 
recently which called for a closer ob- 
servance of the regulations govern- 
ing admission of rough thuwmber to 
Canada, He claimed thet this requemt 
had been granted on the deman@ of 
the Britieh Columbia Lumbernien’s 
Associaion which has been shown to 
be a combine and. that it would im- 
pose a heavy additional burden on 
the farmers of the Canadian Wellt, 

Hon. Dr. Reid, minister of —- 
said that the action had been en 
on the recommendation of the cus- 
toms board alter the complaint of the 
lumbermen hed. been heard. There 
had been an evasion on the pam of 
American lumbermen of Canadian 
Customs Act, he sedd and # was the 
duty of parliament to see that law as 
it stands is enforced. 

Dr. Micnael Clarke and Dr. Neely 
in supporting Mr. Knowles both de- 
vlared that the action of the govern- 
ment made it clear Uhat it was backed 


by the truets. J, D. Taylor, of New 
Westminster came to the aid of the 
British Columbia humbermen and 


charged that the late government had 
connlved with the American Lumber 
Trust to evade the law. 

Arthur Meighen who closed the de- 
bate said the law should be enforced 
by lewielation and net by evasion of 
exiviing laws, At the evening sitting 
thé house went into comméttee of sup- 
ply and made good progress on the es- 
timates for the remainder of the cur- 
rent year, * 

New Plans for Drill Hall, 

W. M. Martin (Regina) asked if It 
is the intention of the government to 
proceed with the erection of an ar- 
mory and drill hall at Regina accord- 
ing to the plans filed at the depart- 
ment of public works, 

Hon, Sam Hughes: “No;sthe plans 
and specifications on file in the de- 
partment are not suitable for the 
needs of an important centre such as 
Regina. New and more adequate 
plans are being prepared.” 

Hon. H. R. Emerson was Informed 
by the Prime Minister that the ques- 
tion of continuing the Government 
railways managing board has not been 
considered. Any communications on 
the subject from the government can- 
didate in Westmoreland were of a con- 
fidential nature, 

Re Mixed Marriages, 

J. A. Ethier (Two Mountains) re- 
peated the questions asked by Hon, 
Col. Mughes last May in reference to 
the validity of mixed marriages and 
the answer of Sir Alan Aylesworth 
that the matters relating tc marriage 
and divorce Were within the jurisdic- 
jion of the provinces and that the 
government knew of no Canadian law 
which had been overridden by ecclesi- 
astical dogma. Mr, Ethier wanted to 
know if the Government had taken

MecFARLAND DEFEATS MURPHY, 

San Francisco, Nov. 30.—Packey Me- 
Farland, the idol of the Chicago stock 
yards, won and lost today, when he 
was awarded the decision over “Har. 
lem Tommy" Murphy, at the end of 
twenty rounds of fighting before six 
thousand spectators. 

MecFarland’s victory over the tough 
New Yorker, whom ninety per cent. 
of those present expected him to 
knock out, was clean, and left little 
room for argument. 

But the rank and file of experts and 
fight followers seemed unanimous ‘n 
the views that as &n opponent of 
champion Ad, Wolgast, the Chicagoan 
Was not a possibility. Hence his vic- 
tory over Murphy left a tinge of. dis- 
appointment among fight followers, 
which they were not backward in ex- 
pressing. 

McFarland and his handlers claimed 
that he had broken his right hand in 
the twenty rounds, and a cursory ex- 
amination at the conclusion of the 
battle showed that member to be bad- 
ly puffed and swollen; but of this, the 
public was not aware until after it 
had filed out of the arena. 

McFarland, if he really broke his 
hand, fought a wonderful battle. Mur. 
phy, on the other hand, gave an exhi- 
bitten of gameness and ability to 
come back, rarely seen in a prize ring. 

During the early rounds, McFarland 


fw.rly smothered the little Harlem 
fighter, with a dazzling variety of 
punches from which there was no es- 
cape. Once he sent Murphy flat on his ' 
back, but Tommy was up in a trice, 
apparently none the worse for wear. 


Repeatedly Murphy was all but fought 
out of the ring into the laps of the 
newspaper men, and appeared to be in 
great distress, but the well defined 
punch was not forthcoming to pive 
him quietus. 

All the time McFarland gave an ex. 
hibition of boxing, smothering and 
side-stepping that called forth cheers, 
Hie opened cuts over Murphy's eyes 
and damaged his left ear until it took 
on the proportions of an egg. In the 
face of this constant rapid fire, the 
Strong hearted little Basterner fought 
back every Minute and made a better 
showing in the last two rounds than 
did McFarland, 


For twelve rounds, the battle was 
one-sided. Then it wag noticed that 
McFarland began to slow down and 


seemingly had tired. In several of the 
succeeding rounds, he would spurt and 
pummel his antagonist unmercifully, 
but Murphy fought back with des- 
peration and some of his body punches 
made deep inroads on McFarland's vi- 
tality.

Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 30.—Ad Wol- 
gast, champion Hghtweight pugilist of 
the world, who underwent an opera- 
tion yesterday for the removal of his 
vermiform appendix, was resting easy 
tonight, and was pronounced by his 
physicians to be in a satisfactory con- 
dition.
